What can you

Its purpose: to help 
Hanover Township teachers build their own 
curriculum. In addition to routine questions, 
they bluntly asked how much attention the 
superintendents were paying to lay opinion on 
educational matters. Superintendent Leslie 
V. Rear’s reply was typical he’s so enthusi- 
astic about the amateur professionals that he 
wouldn’t take a job in a system that didn’t 
have them. 

If you are old enough to have children in 
school now, it’s a safe bet that your parents 
weren't exactly cozy with the superintendent. 
During the 1920s, the professionals took con- 
trol of the public schools away from indiffer- 
ent taxpayers. For 30 years they conscien- 
tiously closed some school doors in the faces of 
lay “‘meddlers.”’ They felt it was professional 
responsibility to apply new scientific methods 
of teaching. Parents then seemed bored 
enough with the whole subject of education to 
let them run the schools. 


Today it isn’t at all clear who runs the 
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past 10 years, educators have 


been throwing open the school doors and the

public has been eagerly trooping in. In the 
past five years, citizen interest in school poli- 
cles and prac tic es has snowballed. Newspapet 
editors were startled last summer to learn 
from a Gallup survey based on 7,000 inter- 
iews) that education interested their readers 
nore than any other subject except health. 

Under national guidance, local PTAs 
raising their sights from tea-party good works 
and good will to serious study of the basic 
issues ol public education.

len short years ago the Hanover Township 
Citizens’ Council would have been a crackpot 
oddity. In 1957, the National Citizens’ Coun- 
cil for Better Schools repo! ted that there were 
over 12,000 such groups, or about one for 
for every three school systems in the nation 

Citizens’ committees are ittacking the 
problems of electing school boards: procuring 
state aid: reorganizing school districts: lobby- 
ing for a sales tax for education and merit pay 
for teachers. They examine the adequacy of 
school buildings; the uses of educational tele- 
vision; the choice of textbooks: the methods of 
teaching spelling, reading, and arithmetic 

Ihe systems of Montclair, New Jersey, and 
Plainedge, New York, have citizens’ groups 
recruit college-educated parents to teach in 
the schools their children attend. The parents 
take a special short course in education 

Sometimes citizens pinch hit without for- 
mality. Several mathematicians in Scarsdale, 
New York, were drafted to cope with a grade- 
school math genius beyond his teachers. In 
Moorestown, New Jersey, scientists from the 
local Radio Corporation of America labora- 
tory are offering high-school students courses 
in electronics and radio engineering at the 
request of parents worried about the skimpy 
science program. 

A pamphlet, “Fifty Teachers to a Class- 
room,” published by the Metropolitan School 
Study Council of Greater New York, is de- 
signed to stimulate the use of lay talent for 
special projects. It tells how a lighting com- 
pany employee brought meters to an arith- 
metic class; a photographer demonstrated 
how to take better pictures; a baseball player 
lectured on sportsmanship. - 

New York business and professional leaders 
willingly interview students who express in- 
terest in their fields, and business organiza- 
tions are enthusiastically offering their shops 
as classroom laboratories. Some schools are 
even designing homework to get parents into 
the teaching act. 

Ideal citizen-school relations are exempli- 
fied in Great Neck, a rich Long Island suburb. 
It has one of the highest school budgets in the 
United States and no taxpayers’ association. 

Great Neck schools offer what the taxpay- 
ers love to call “‘frills.”” If a child stays home 
from school, a nurse calls his mother; if a child 
‘doesn’t wanna go to school,” a psychologist 
talks to him. Guidance counselors, at the rate 
of one for every 200 pupils, are on hand for 
every problem imaginable. 
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Great Neck credits its ‘lighthouse’ schools 
to Superintendent John L. Miller. Miller en- 
listed statisticians, real estate brokers, bank- 
ers, and actuaries in the community to make 
study of population trends to help in planning 
a school building program. Guided by Teach- 
ers College, Columbia University, he worked 
with the independent Great Neck Education 
\ssociation on a cooperative study of the 
Great Nee k schools Since then, 95 lav com- 
mittees of the Board of Education have given 
1,000 citizens practice in constructively in- 
vestigating school activities 

Sooner or later almost every adult in Great 
Neck gets drawn into the schools. They serve 


on committees studving recreation, the budg- 


et, the adult education program, school-com- 
munity relations, provisions for bright chil- 
dren, and college entrance procedures. They 
help prepare a slate of candidates for vacan- 
cies on the Board. They become class mothers 
and officers of the PTA groups Thev even 
offer their special talents in the classroom (a 
cartoonist talks to art classes, a ballad singe 
enriches musi a 

\ll of this activity has produced a climate 
in which everyone contributes ideas whether 
serving On a committee or not. An eighth- 
grade girl sent Doctor Miller a news story 
ibout a school where junior high school stu- 
dents assisted primary teachers. She thought 
it would be a good idea for Great Neck. A 
businessman stopped Doctor Miller on the 
church steps to talk about the desperate need 
for better math and science training at the 
high-school level. Miller launched an experi- 
mental program for seventh graders gifted 
math, which had them studying algebra in 
the eighth grade and headed for calculus by 
the twelfth. 

Not all educators favor citizen participa- 
tion. Many still resist any decline of the teach- 
er’s classroom power, pointing out that ‘‘un- 
steered”’ citizens might use the schools for 
selfish purposes or outright eccentricities. 

\n extreme case is that of a militant group 

‘Minute Women” of Houston, Texas, who 
forced the school system to substitute Texan 
for United States history, to bar class refer- 
ences to the United Nations, and to prescribe 
textbooks the professionals disapproved. 

But constructive citizens’ groups recognize 
the dangers of nonprofessional influence, and 
while they may argue for dynamic new pro- 
grams, they tend to back down when a con- 
fident professional raises technical objections 
to these plans. The sincere nonprofessional 
accepts the experience and training of the ed- 
ucators as the final standard for judging new 
ideas. And the educators can—and do—profit 
by having to state their case. Svstems which 
have independent, representative, and respon- 
sible citizens’ committees provide better edu- 
cation than those which keep the public at 
arm’s length.

What can you do about your schools? 


Greece, New York: The PTA- 
Citizens’ Committees of three 
school districts joined together to 
build a high school and put over a 
bond issue to finance it.

We expect children to cry sometimes, but constant, 


prolonged crying makes us feel helpless, frantic. Check

l 5 infant’s cry is part of his language. It tells 


us that he needs something. 

Tending to his physical wants will make the 
baby content again, if his crving was a sign of a 
specific discomfort. If he’s lonesome, offer him 
comfort. Just be careful not to establish a habit 
you don’t want to continue. Crying to be picked 
up, walked, rocked, and even to be taken into 
his parents’ bed can quickly become routine 

Some infants seem to lull themselves to sleep 
with a little fretful crying. If this is your baby’s 
habit, don’t let it disturb you. 
deal of

Other small babies display a great 


restlessness and fussing, without any 


reason. This condition ts believed to be due to 


an immature nervous system. In a short time, 
Baby’s nervous system will catch up with the 
rest of his development and he will be able to 
rest more readily. However, it is a good idea to 
tell your doctor if your baby is restless a great 
deal of the time 

If it is unusual for vour baby to be restless in 
this fashion, watch him carefully since this may 
be one of the first signs of an illness. 

Colic is probably the cause of most of the pro- 
longed crying during the first three months of 
life.

[his condition is associated with gas in the 
tract. Tension and fatigue, too, may 
play a part in colic, since many babies have colic¢ 
spells at a certain time each day often in the 
evening. Your doctor will tell vou how to relieve 
this distress 

Fortunately, even the most severe case of coli 
seldom continues after 3 months. 

Sometimes, Baby seems to be crving from hun- 
ger although he has just been fed. He may need a 
stronger formula or be ready to have solid foods 


added to his diet. 


The older baby who cries long and often should 
be checked by his doctor to be sure there is no 
illness or nutritional problem to account for it. 
If the baby is physically all right, his daily rou- 
tine should be reviewed to see if that is where the 
trouble lies. 

Perhaps Baby is confined too long in his table 
seat, toilet seat, or in a too-small crib. He may 
be wrapped so snuggly he can’t move freely.

If the crying occurs at naptime or bedtime, 
Baby may be getting too much sleep. His nap 
periods may be too long. Or, play just before 
sleeping may be too exciting. 

Lack ofattention or not having anything to play 
with will cause boredom. And a bored baby will 
cry. Even though Mother is too busy to stop and 
play with him, talking to Baby as she moves 
about the house, occasionally picking up and re- 
turning thrown toys, and placing his playpen 
where he can see her as she works, keeps him 
from getting lonesome and bored. 

Che older baby should have plenty of oppor- 
tunity to make use of his developing strength 
to crawl, stand, and walk when he shows readi- 


ness for these activities. 


The preschooler may cry excessively simply be- 
cause he doesn’t know the why of various situa- 
tions. He may be asked to share his toys with an- 
other child when he is too young to understand 
sharing. He may refuse to cooperate because you 
haven't made clear what is expected of him. He 
may cry if he is teased, or even just because an- 
other child approaches him, 

Learning to share and to take turns will come. 
In the meantime, don’t force a youngster to let 
child

Che 3- or 4-year-old may be playing with chil- 
dren too old for him. He can’t keep up, so he 
cries. Encourage him to play alone at times and, 
also, to play with children his own age. 

But, even with children his age, anger and 
temper are common for the 3- to 4-year-old. On 
such occasions, separate the children and pro- 
vide different activities for each, until they want 
to play together again. 

Insecurity may be the cause of a youngster’s 
crying. His parents may be too busy to spend any 
time with him and he discovers that crying is an 
attention-getter. On the other hand, insecurity 
can result from too much parental concern 
prolonged comforting over bumps, disappoint- 
ments, and so forth. 

Fears, too, may be the cause of a preschooler’s 
fear of animals, of the dark, or of hurt-

The bud union, a small knob 
on the stem, tells you how 
deep you should plant.

Cover roots with a layer of 
loose soil, then fill hole half- 
way.

Hold plant with one hand 
as you flood hole; joggle it 
lightly to help fill air pockets 
around roots. 

When the water soaks in, 
firm soil around roots and 
complete the filling job. 

Check the planting depth 
again, adjust if necessary. 





Protect stub tips from insects 
and drying winds by brushing 
on a commercial tree wound 
paint. Also good are thumbed- 
on wads of clay or glazing 
compound. 

Provide protection against 
strong sunlight by shading 
the plant until new, tender 
growth makes its appearance.
